The above towns have mutual aid set up with the 
Liberty V. F. D. there were no calls during March, Aug 
ust and September. 


During the year, the Department has purchased 10 
new brass Indian fire pumps, with the money that was 
appropriated at the last town meeting. Also, the depart- 
ment has purchased with money from a special radio 
account, a second citizen’s radio for the department 
owned army fire truck. This gives the department 2 
2-way radios. 
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Other purchases include 200 feet of 1% inch fire 
hose, which we needed, this to take the place of hose 
damaged at the Donald Rhodes house fire. 2- 2% inch 
hose fitting adaptors, 2 large spanner wrenches, these 
are the type that fit the hose couplings. 2- 1% inch hose 
nozzles. 


Classes have been held in the correct use of the 
Scott Air-Pac and Emerson Resuscitator. These courses 
were instructed by a State of Maine Department of 
Education instructor. Several refresher courses were held 
in mid-winter on both units. A course in pumps, ladders, 
and fire streams has been set up and, when this report 
appears will already be in progress. 


We have a lease on oxygen with a company in 
Belfast. This gives us a constant supply of oxygen when 
ever needed. 


The Liberty Volunteer Fire Department pays the 
following bills: Gas and oil for both trucks, electric bill, 
which includes lights for the town office; a light is kept 
on over the outside door to aid anyone having to go into 
the fire station at night. 


Lubrication and inspection on both trucks. These 
are normal operating costs.

Maine Department of Health & Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service in Liberty 
in the Year 1962 


The Department of Health and Welfare, with the 
public health nurse as its representative, offers various 
services to individuals and communities. Each person’s 
health problems differ, as do community problems, there- 
fore, service is given as needs indicate. This is done by 
teaching and guiding families through visits to their 
homes, providing leadership to community groups in 
evaluating health needs and planning to meet these needs. 
Consultation services with other agencies in the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare are used to help strengthen 
and augment the community health program. 


Two child health conferences were held. Parents 
took their children to the Palermo child health conference 
to complete immunizations. 


In the school, medical examinations were given by 
a physician to children in selected grades. This included 
urine specimen tests for sugar and albumin. One polio 
clinic was held for “booster” immunization of all children 
from infancy through school age. Home visits were made 
by the nurse to several families with individual health 
problems. 


My appreciation is extended to those persons who 
contributed their interest and cooperation.

The records of the Tax Collector were examined 
in detail and it was ascertained that all recorded collect- 
ions had been paid over to the Treasurer of the town in 
accordance with statutory requirements. Schedule a-l 
shows a detailed list of all uncollected taxes by year of 
commitment. 


The Treasurer’s records were examined in detail 
and it was ascertained that all recorded receipts had 
been promptly deposited and properly distributed. Cash 
on deposit at the close of the municipal year was verified 
by reconciliation of statement received from the deposit- 
ory bank. The examination disclosed that all monies 
recorded as received are deposited intact by the treasurer 
and that all disbursements are made by check upon 
properly approved warrants issued by the Selectmen.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public 
health nursing services in the Town of Liberty during the 
year 1963. A summary of these services is presented as 
follows: 


The nurse visited the homes of people to meet in- 
dividual health needs, and under medical direction of 
their physicians, was able to assist them to a better 
understanding of their conditions and to an improvement 
in their health. The nurse interpreted the services of the 
Department and helped patients with referrals to the 
various Divisions. 

The school health program was organized and man- 
aged by the nurse, assisted by health council members. 
Students in selected grades were examined by Meldon 
Collins, D. O., school physician. Urine specimens of these 
children were tested for the presence of sugar and al- 
bumin. Tuberculin skin tests were done on students in 
the junior primary, eighth and twelfth grades. The nurse 
visited and explained medical recommendations to the 
family if a child was found to show a reaction to the 
test. Visits to parents to assist with health needs revealed 
by the medical examination were made by the nurse. 
The children received immunization against diphtheria, 
tetanus, smallpox and polio at the school. The nurse 
_entered the findings of each examination, test and date 
of immunization on each child’s official school health 
record. 

The welfare of mothers and new babies was of 
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especial interest to the community and to the nurse. 
Three child health conferences for infant and preschool 
age children were organized and managed by the nurse. 
Each well attended. Medical examination and consulta- 
tion with Meldon Collins, D. O., were offered. The child- 
ren were given immunization against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, tetanus, polio or smallpox if needed. 

The nurse appreciates the Health Council members, 
town officials and school personnel for their cooperation, 
which promotes health and welfare within the com- 
munity.

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COMMENTS 


The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the assessors, selectmen, treasurer, tax 
collector, excise tax collecteor and town clerk. 


Records under supervision of the selectmen were found 
incomplete, and it was necessary for this office to make 
an analysis of all treasurers receipts and warrants, and 
open up a wholly new selectmens ledger and post all 
transactions for the fiscal year. Since the warrents were 
in most instances barely legible this office assumes no 
responsibility for any differences of opinion relative 
to the distribution of expenditures. 


Records of the treasurer were examined in detail It was 
ascertained that all recorded receipts had been deposited 
intact and in accordance with statutory requirements. 
It was also determined that all disbursements had been 
made by check. 


The collection of excise taxes was verified and found 
correct. 


The records of the collector of taxes were examined in 
detail and it was determined that all collections had 
been promptly paid over to the treasurer. Detailed list 
of all uncollected taxes are on file in the office of the 
collector and will be printed in the annual report of the 
town. 


Trust Fund Investments were verified by physical ex- 
aminations of pass books and securities, Schedule a-7 
reflects the individual balances at January 31, 1964. 


The results of the examination were discussed with the 
board of selectmen. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Cash on hand was verified by physical count and that 
on deposit in the Belfast branch of the Depositors Trust 
Company by reconciliation of statement. Valuation 
records were verified by test of computations and addi- 
tion of a representative number of pages. Such tests as 
was considered necessary was made of cancelled checks 
and supporting invoices. Direct confirmations were 
utilized on a test basis in the verification of taxes and 
tax liens.
